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The Winter of Our Discontent 

Christmas Is supposed to be a season for 

nostalgia, and it occurs to us that one Institution 
associated with this time of year is now forever 
lost. We refer to the lecture on the history, of Yule« 
llde observances with which former Principal F. 
Cyril James traditionally closed the first term of 
Economics 100. When the half-legendary disserta- 
tion was given for the last time two years ago 
every seat In Moyse Hall was filled half an hour In 
advance. 

Come to think of It, where are the colourful 
professors of yesteryear ? Undoubtedly some of 
them still survive, and there are still o few of the 
famous lectures that acquire a reputation tran- 
scending the course or department that produces 
them. Yet we live in an age that does not encourage 
colourful individualism. The fact of course is visible 
elsewhere: In the trend from fire-and-brimstone 
clergy to glorified guidance counsellors, from the 
"public be damned" of William Henry Vônderbilt 
to the public-relations conscious businessmen of 
today, from the Idiosyncrasies of a John A. Mac- 
donald to the blandnes* of the current federal 
cabinet. 



If was In tribute to a vanished era that the • ' 
recently-opened structure beside the Arts Building 
was. named; after Stephen Leacoek. Can anyone 
seriously Imagine him giving a lecture there ? The 
carpeted, antiseptic and windowless cubicles, with 
their ' air conditioners thundering monotonously . 
from lightless down to dusk, recall an Insurance 
company's offices or the waiting room of a fashion- 
able dentist more readily than they suggest an au- 
ditorium worthy of a Leacoek, a John Cullltcn, or 
a Cyril. James. A professor delivering , his lecture 
there In the traditional gçwn would seem as In- 
congruous as Ulysses S. Grant attending.a seminar 
at the Hudson institute. ^ 

There seems to be no easy solution to this sorry 
decline In campus characters, other than to cherish 
the few picturesque instructors that remain to us. 
Yet one untapped resource exists not many blocks 
from here. In the person of a half-legendary poet- 
philosopher who recent V, to his obvious discom- 
fiture, hod to trade the exalted status of a daytime 
professor for the indignity of Instructing part-time 
students at night school. Let the cry of "Irving saves" 
refute the claim that the memorable professor Is 
headed for extinction. Shall McGIII, of all places, 
settle for competent and regimented monotony ? 



The Canadian (luestion : 
a useful approach 

Amid all that has been .said In Canada this 
year about B and B, perhaps the most significant 
contribution to Its realization may prove to have 
been the recommendations concerning language 
teaching made by the Parent Commission and re- 
leased last week. None of us who passed through 
the Protestant school system can recall with much 
enthusiasm the'methods by which we were expected 
to absorb the other Canadian language. One is 
surprised, to paraphrase Samuel Johnson, not that 
we learned French so badly, but that we learned It 
at all. 

Undoubtedly there Is more to understdndino 
another culti/re — In the broadest sense of the term 
.than simply knowing the language, but few 
v/ould deny that knowledge of the language Is the 
essential first step to understanding and to valu- 
able communication, in a society where at least 
the university-educated population was effectively 
bilingual, no one would mourn the absence of such 
phenomena as bilingual letterheads or the ritual 
paragraph of the other language customarily In- 
serted In public speeches. 

Latent hostility towards the other group, which 
exists on both sides of the great Canadian dialogue, 
might well dissolve, with the possibility of effort- 
less communication, in either language. Maclean's 
Magazine some years ago discovered a definite 
correlation between the French marks of English- 
Canadian high school students and their attitudes 
towards French Canada. 

We therefore welcome the proposals that 
language teaching receive greater emphasis In 
Quebec schools, both French and English, that the 
appalling textbooks and teaching methods in usa 
be replaced by others mora suited to modern ri' 
qulrements, and. that language teachers be chosen 
for their knowledge of the language rather than 
for their religious background. We note, however, 
that these reforms will not be complete until they 
are extended to the other nine provinces. The Eng- 
lish speaking people of Quebec can play .a vital 
role in creating the climate of opinion that will 
make ..that, possible.

During the recently conclu- 
ded International Festival a sc- 
ries of unfortunate and unex- 
pected events caused Inconve- 
nience to a number of people^ 



as well as embarassment to in- 
dividuals responsible for orga- 
nizing certain portions of the 
Festival program. 

On Friday, November 20, 
1964, an international dinner 
was planned to be held In the 
student union building. It was 
anticipated that many of tho 
students at the university 
would contribute food to that 
meal as they had done at si- 
milar meals in the past Un- 
fortunately the voluntary con- 
tributions fell far short of ex- 
pectation, and consequently 
more than one hundred per- 
sons had to bo turned away at 
the door. The primary^'caute 
of the shortage was the lack, of 
participation by the students 
and public at large. The mem- 
bers of the organizing com- 
mittee for that meal did. all 
that was possible, and they do 
not deserve criticism for any 
failure on their part 

On Monday, November 23, 
1064, the Malaysian Dinner, or- 
ganized by the Malaysian Stu- 
dents' Association, suffered si- 
milarly from a shortage of 
food, and the necessity of 
turning people away at Uio 
door. This situation resulted 
from an unfortunate over- 
subscription to the tickets on 
sale at the Union Box Office. 
If there is blame tosbe.-placed 
for the failure tb'foferèe^ thé ' 
possibility ' 6f ticket' sales ' in 
excess of the planned number 
of meals, it should lie with tho 
person responsible for tho 
overall coordination' of the pro-

Member Replies 

Dear Madam,, 

As a member of the cast of 
"A Passage to India" I should 
like to make a few comments 
in reply to David Francis' let- 
ter of Dec. 4th. Obviously as 
I was intimately involved In 
tho production my views are 
bound to be subjective, howe- 
ver for what they are worth 
here they arc: 

1. Tho play Itself is very dif- 
ficult to produce, for any com- 
pany, e.g. The lost ten minu- 
tes of each Act Is a slow mo- 
ving anticlimax, very hard to 
sustaia Also in the middle of 
the first two Acts the main 
character leaves the stage, thus 
destroying continuity. I could 
continue further in this vein 
but the above examples are, I 
feel,' sufficiently indicative of 
the problems which had to be 
faced by the director. 
^2. I wonder if Mr. Francis 
h'ha read the script? It leaves 
much to bo desired, more es- 
pecially if one has previously 
read the novel. Tho play Itself 
makes little attempt at charac- 
ter delineation — one has first 
tà read the hovel and then on 
returning to' the play one 
makes the discovery that all 
tôo often the words do not fit 
tho character of tlio nài^el.'-lDÛ' 
lemma. Tlio result? lack of uni- 
ty in characterization. 

3. Was the failure , of this

- The first term stsrted exactly as expected, with the 
three French.speaklng unlveriltle», Sherbrooke, Laval and 
the University of Monlreal withdrawino from CUS at the 
Annual Congress held at York Unlverilfy, Toronto, early 
In September. They stated that their alms were Incom* 
patible with those of CUS and that they would like to 
pursue their, own goals outside CUS. 

CANADIAN UNION OF STUDENTS: 

The Canadian Union of Students (CUS) altered its 
Blructurc last year td • accommodate the i^bicuUural and 



bilingual character of Canada, but the entire revised 
Constitution had to be written off because of the with- 
drawals of the f^ench-Canadians. a 

■ McGiU's .bid to organize CUS on a strong reglMal 
basis met with mixed feelings from other universiiies, 
particularly those from the West. However, the Congress 
was able to adopt a reasonably good programme for jhis 
year which. included the setting up of a Student Govern* 
ment Research Centre, studies and publications in the 
fields of student mental health, student syndicalism, co- 
operative housing, libraries and recreation facilities. 

Briefs will be submitted to Uio Royal Commission on 
Bilingualism and Biculturalt&m, tho Commission of Fi- 
nancing of Higher Education, and the Board of Broadcast 
Governors on university FM Stations. A student means 
survey will be conducted on all campuses, and the existing 
Interregional Scholarship Exchange and Summer Employ- 
ment Exchange programmes will be èxpanded. CUS is 
also organising campaigns against hate literature and 
against racial and religious discrhninatlon in university 
housing. 

UGEQ: 

The French-speaking students of Quebec held the 
founding convention of UGEQ In the. mlddle^ef November. 
The aims of ÙGEQ'are, obviously^ to serve the FRENCH* 
CANADIAN STUDENTS of tho Provlnco of Quebec, and 
great stress was placed on nationalism and student syn- 
dicalism at the founding oonvention. 

The official language of UGEQ is French — unlike 
CUS, which Is bilingual. A member of UGEQ, moreover, 
cannot be a member of any other national group without 
the sanction of UGEQ's General Assembly. 

McGill and the other English-speaking institutions of 
Quebec were never invited, to participate in the délibé- 
rations ' leading to the • founding ; convention : <— . and . the 



result was a French-Canadian oriented U.G1!.Q. We were 
eventually invited to attend the founding convention as 
observers. 

We have been trying to negotiate our terms with 
UGEQ based on the policy adopted by tho SEC, to com* 
pletcly reorient and reorganize the structures of the 
student government and student organteations in order to 
secure tho fullest social, cultural and intellectual develop* 
ment of the students. We also want to ensure that we 
repipsent McGlIl students-as completely as possible. 

Tliis policy was adopted by Council on the recom* 
mendations of a committee set up to study the CUS-UGEQ 
problem. The SEC decided to stay in CUS this year and 
mandated the CUS Committee to study the changes neces* 
sary to ensure a strong regional structure to cater for 
the local needs of the students, particularly those in the 
field of education. 

Several formal and Informal meetings ware held 
with student officials of tho University of Montreal, and 
■ few with student leaders from Laval, (0 promote contact 
between French-Canadian .and McGIII students. It was 
decided to start at a modest level by organlxed exchanges 
between student groups of similar Interests, which could 
later on be transformed Into ma|or activities and ex* 
change weekends 

OTHER EXTERNAL PROGRAMMES: 

"Hie High School Visiting Programme initiated last 
year to impart the concept, of the University to high 
school students, has been improved this year after a 
detailed study of the answers of High School Principals 
to the questionnaires which were sent to them by the 
Committee. 

The Education Committee, along with the McGill 
Daily, has also undertaken to issue a :High School Suppl* 
fflont to the thousands of high school students in Mon*

REORGANIZATION OF ACTIVITIES: 

This is the common topic of discussion among stu- 
dent leaders. Several defects havo been brought to light 
during tho sessions and group discussions of the two 
conferences on student offairs (MCSA). Somo of tlicso 
defects arc duplication of activities, lack of publicity, 
■ proper orgonization, ond general student participation — 
all of those indirecUy add to tlie lowering of the quality 
of a particular project. , ^ , . 

The Dates Committee has been reorganized into a 
one-man committee, which is perhaps more practical and 
will produce better results. Steps , are being taken to 
sot up a Public Information Office to increase contact 
with the local press, radio and -TV stations, and at the 
same time provide an information service for all clubs 
and societies, the university administration and any out- 
side groups. 

NEW CONSTITUTION: 

The Constitution Revision Committee has completed 
Its work on tho new Constitution. Tho draft Constitution 
takes Into consideration the present-day needs of the 
Students' Society, and the report on tho proposed changes 
has also been submitted. Tha SEC will be convening In 
« day-Ions session this Saturday, to consider tha report 

All Interested students are Invited to study the 
report, a copy of which It available In the SEC office. 
I would also like to Invito such students to attend this 
very Important meeting of the SEC en Saturday, Decem- 
ber 19lh, which will be attended by both the outgoing 
and Incoming Counetl members, along with the members 
•f the Committee. The revised constitution will bo pre- 
sented at the epeii meetings of the Students' Society to 
be held hi late January prior to ■ referendum. 

STUDENT DISCIPLINEt 

The proposal of setting up a Campus Police Force 
hu been accepted by the SJE:.C. The details of the Police 
Force, which will go into operation next' year, have also 
been worked out and will be Incorporated in the new 
Constitution. Police Force members will be responsible 
for maintaining law and order at the football games and 
Carnival activities. 

NEW UNION (UNIVERSITY CENTRE) 

Work on the University Centre Is progressing very 
satisfactorily. No definite completion date has been set, 
l>ut it can be said with certainty that wo will start moving 
Into the new building Immediately after the oxamlnalons 
and that the University Centre will be completely ready 
with all furniture moved In and services Installed by 
early next September. 

LIBRARY PROBLEMS: 

The Library Committee, which consists of members 
of tho Administration and students, is studying the library 
problems. Including shortage of apace and the elhninatlon 
of delays in obtaining reserve books. It is hoped that. 



under existing circumstances, the rush on Rcdpath Library 
will diminish to a certain extent when the reading rooms 
In tho Stephen Lcacock building go into operation early 
next term. 

FINANCES: 

To date the SEC has authorized a net expenditure of 
$104,383.77 by different campus organizations falling 
under Us (urisdictlon. This Includes a sum ^ of $6,395.45 
granted to Undergraduate Societies, which represents an 
Increase of $2,600.83 over last year's figures. Organizations 
such aa Radio McGill, the External Affairs Department 
of the S.E.C., the I.S.A., have received larger financial 
support than in previous -years In consideration of their 
expanded operations. The remaining funds will be used 
to cover the cost of moving to the new UnlversUyf,Centre 
ahd the operating costs of the Centre from SprlnîT until 
next November, when the following year's Students' 
Society fees are received. 

Dlfficultiat were encountered in the consideration 
of budgets because some organizations elected their 
executive after the session started. It is recommended 
that the executives of campus clubs and societies be 
elected late In tho Spring term, so that they can flnillie 
and submit their programmes and budgets before the 
iummer vacation ends. This in turn will facilitate the 
workings of the Finance Committee and the SEC. 

Tlie Director of Clubs ond Societies was made a 
member of the Finance Committee this year. This has 
holped the deliberations of tho Committee to such an 
extent that It is recommended that the Director of Clubs 
and Societies be adopted as a permanent member of the 
Finance Committee. 1 

STUDENTS' UNIONt 

The Social programme, consisting of the three 
dances and the "Union TGIFs" was a great success. The 
Cafeteria and Grillroom revenues have far exceeded those 
of previous years, duo to the new advertising and publi- 
city campaign. There Is an estimated 10% Increase In the 
average number of students eating at tho Cafeteria this 
term. 

Xerox service was Initiated approximately twelwoeks 
ago, and has proved extremely useful In filling students' 
needs. The Union hat an Inereated supply of magazines 
and newspapers, and will aoon Include "Playboy". 

Maintenance staff has been increased this year to 
provide better service to tho students using the Union. 

THE WOMEN'S UNION 

The Women's Union started tho year with their 
regular Freshetto Programme, during which 800 girls 
were welcomed to McGill. The Book Exchange made a 
profit of $623.23 in a sale of over $6,000. Shoe Shine Day 
hud the Fashion Show, both of which were successful, 
bagged $102.26 and $350 respectively. The China display 
held in September added another $223 to the scholarship 
fund. Women's Union plana to. award four scholarships 
this year instead of two as in previous years. 

FRESHMAN RECEPTION PROGRAAAME: 

The Freshman Reception Programme was a great 
. success socially and financially, all the dances being very 
welt attended. Dr. Robertson's lectures were the centre 
of attraction, as usual. Tho Innovation this year was tha 
Faculty Smoker. 



Activities night attracted quite a large audience. It 
was unfortunate that some student organizations spoilt 
their otherwise good display by exhibiting somo distas* 
taful literature. It Is expected that these groups will re- 
frain from such practices in future, otherwise tho SEC 
will have to clamp down on them. 

BLOOD DRIVE: 

Tlic week-long Blood Drive organized in the Union 
broke all previous records, collecting 4122 pints this year. 
The increase of 800 pints over the previous high was 
due^ largely to the support from tho Graduates' Society, 
the use of the train rented from Montreal Parks Depart- 
ment and the game between Sam Etchcverry's* Quebca 
Rifles and the "Droplets". 

WORLD UNIVERSITY SERVICE COMMIHEE: 

.The W.y.S.C. Committee at McGill is trying to find 
a stable footing this year. Up to. date they have had much 
greater success than in previous years; however, there 
is a lot of room for improvement. Tho Committee sent 
twenty cases of book.s on psychology to the Phillipincs 
and greeted and discussed several problems with a Tur- 
Icish student who will be setting up a similar Committee 
in his country. 

Many students have the erroneous impression that 
the contribution from Campus Chest which goes to 
W.U.S.C. is used to support W.U.S.C, Scholars going to 
seminars in other countries. Tills is not correct. These 
funds are used for helpful projects in developing coun- 
tries. The money to send the scholars comes from the 
Provincial Government and Students' Society funds. 

RADIO McGILL: 

Radio McGill has secured a new broadcasting time 
this year, to accommodate the demands of many students, 
Tha programmât are now en the air between 10 and 11 
pm from Monday to Friday. A full three-four program- 
me Is broadcast from 8 pm onwards on Saturdays. Radio 
McGill has been expanding rapidly and has purchased 
a lot of now equipment this year with the hope that Me* 
Gill will have its own FM Station In the near future. 

They have initiated this year.a series .of French lan- 
guage' programmes prepared by students from the Uni* 
versify of MontreaL The Saturday, programme also ki- 
cludes~^a brief statement from the President about the 
Studento' Society policy' decisions and acllvltlM during 
the preceding week. 

MCWAi 

The 'theme r of the McGiU Conference on World 
Affairs thiaiyear was tiie controversial topic ^''Disarma- 
ment and World Peace". Such prominent irspeaken a- 
Professor' Seymour- Hebnan, Dr. Qulney'^.Wrl^t, Prefer 
sor Wassily Leontief, General EUd. Burns;- the Hon. Pat 
Martin, and Dr. LbuU'Sohn 'spoke on related' aspects ( 
the problem. The Conference was welL attended by deU 
gates from all over Canada and the United States. 

INTERNATIONAL FESTIVAL : 

This year the International Students' Association ir.

McGill, the University of Montreal and other Institutions

Dear Literary Editor, 

Irving Layton, alia^ Zeus the Rooster, alias Jupiter tlie Cliiclccn, 
notwitlistanding liis reputation for rusiiing into print, lias been 
funereally slow in replying to my challenge to define his standards 
for poetic criticism and so show how he separates out the 5% 
charmed-circle of critics and professors from the other 95%, who are 
«f the toilct-clcaning variety. Some people might suspect that it's 
because, even using the hotline' between himself and his critic pals, 
he has failed to come up with a refutation. 

So you'll pardon me for feeling rosy these days and in a chattier 
mood than in other letters I've written recently. (I'm feeling doubly 
chatty in sending this letter to both the Daily and Georgian, feeling 
that the affair is of interest to both campuses.) Most letters to the 
editor do in fact tend to be cold and impersonal and so thought I'd 
ask you without further ado how literature is. In the best of health 
I should like to think, despite my horrible fears to the contrary. 

Next let me congratulate the English Department of Sir George 
for the cocktail parties It throws; As it had two years ago, it took the 
Initiative, of inviting English departments in Montreal -and even 
outside it. Its liquor and hospitality are to be equally'pralsed'Bnd I'm 
BÙre that we would also all have enjoyed the, exhibition of Canadian 
art In their faculty cltib had we actually got around to looking at it 
(McGill reciprocated last year with a trans-Montreal party.) 

It was there I met Irving Layton socially for the first time. There 
ho was with a slightly sinister smile on his face and his clothes 
thoroughly rumpled, standing beside an open door which revealed — 
lo and behold — a toilet. The truth, the literal truth. If I perceived 
rightly, tho supply of paper was low, which suggest Layton had been 
particularly productive as a poet that day. Since James Joyce 
thqorized aesthetically, such revelations of universal truth in a 
moment of time have been known as epiphanies. I do like to think 
this moment will como to have some small significance in the literary 
history of Montreal, 

Actually when you begin talking with Layton, you are aware 
of a certain human charm and are actually tempted to think of him s 
as a human being. You have to remind yourself that this is an illusion 
and what you have before your eyes is, in fact, Irving Layton. I am 
afraid I have had to take even a dimmer view of him than I had 
before. Now instead of being able to regard him as a simple paranoiac, 
with predictable delusions of grandeur, I have to see in him a 
schizophrenic paranoiac, who has moments of normality, and this 
leems to me a pretty hoary form of mental derangement. In fact, 
alongside it simple paranoia sounds like good clean fun. 

We had no sooner exchanged pleasantries than I challenged him 
anew to a debate. It was not long before the number of subjects he 
refuses to debate had swelled yet more, to reach perhaps fifteen or 
abcteen. One I'd have thought he'd find' particularly luscious is 
deliberating on the relative value of the life experience of each of us. 
The only thing I was able to get him to shake hands on was to settle 
our differences In.thc ring, i.e. in fisticuffs, a boxing match. 

Perhaps we shook on this a little klddingly, but a boxing match 
seems to me at this point very apt and I consider a solemn agreement 
has been made. There were in fact two witnesses present, John Buell 
of Loyola and Betty MacLean of Sir George. Yes, what Montreal 
poetry needs is a fight. After all, it has been taicen over by bullies, 
•with Layton the leader, who as much as say in poem after poem, 
"I'm tougher than you, Wanla do something about it?" You cannot 
answer such a challenge only by poems and polemic. From time 
immemorial bullies have had to be dealt with in a fight, a clean 
fight. So I am waiting for Layton's formal public acceptance of this 
way of settling our differences. (As this literary quarrel now 
Impinges on sports, I am writing a special letter to the Sports Editor, 
to inform him and his readers of the situation. See page 22. 

Meanwhile, I am submitting a further couple of poems. One is to 
suggest that the man-woman encounter may have a little something 
•other than the utterly predictable. The other Is something of a 
Christmas poem, In which I want to show Layton there are really no 
hard, feelings, by comparing him with another great Canadian. Just 
to make doubly clear there are not potshots intended, I have written 
it in blank verse.

Treasure of the Copper Scroll 
by John Marco Allegro 
Anchor Books, illuslrated 
Doubleday and Company. 
flA3 

In 1947, a Bedouin shepherd 
found the first of the Dca Sea 
Scrolls in a cave a half-mile 
south of the ruins of Khirbet 
Qumran, on the north-west side 
of the Dead Sea. The discovery 
rp c Ic e d the archaeological 
world and the popular presi 
alilce. 

In 1952, a team of archaeolo- 
eists, lead by a Frenchman, 
Henri de Çontensan, in sear- 
ching for further scrolls in the 
same vicinity made a find qui- 
te unlllce anything yet disco- 
vered in the desert caves of the 
Holy Land. It was a copper 
BcroU. .Three ■■ sheeta of pure 



copper were riveted together 
and rolled up liico a jelly-roll. It 
was by now completely oxidi- 
zed and impossible to handle 
without disintegration. On the 
outer surface large square He- 
brew characters, indented into 
the copper, could bo indistinc- 
tly discerned. 

The scroll was flown to the 
Manchester School of Science 
and Technology. There it was 
affixed to a spindle and with 
the aid of a miniature disc- 
saw attached to a dentist's 
drill, long horizontal strips 
were cut from the edge and 
each sprayed with celluloid 
preservatives. It was translated 
by John Allegro and returned 
to Jordan for further scrutiny. 

What was revealed by the 
scroll proved even mora as- 
tounding than the metallic do- 
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cument itself. It was a tally of 
hidden treasure troves, scatte- 
red throughout Judca, with an 
estimated value of 2,100 pounds 
of silver and 250 pounds of 
gold. 

Unfortunately, the acrib* 
was guilty of careless "stylus^ 
manship", which coupled with 
the cryptic references to the 
sites involved, presented effec- 
tive obstacles to the discovery 
of ^tha lucrative treasure ca- 
"ches. Moreover, it is probable 
that the deposits constituted the 
fabulous treasure of the Temple 
of Jerusalem and it so ' they 
were sacred. If they were un- 
covered and defiled by' prof a* 
no use, the wrath of God would 
surely descend on tho défilera. 

It is with the attempts to re- 
cover these sacred funds that 
John Allegro is primarily con- 
cerned. The author presents 
an Intriguing account of his 
travels to tha various sites 
which he believes to be men- 
tioned in the sinroll. He gives 
their historical background and 
describes the problems which 
preclude his substantiating the 
existence of the treasure. 

In plettiring the. historical 
background, be recounts absor- 
bing anecdotes of the troubled 
times of the. Maccabees (167- 
63 B.C.), the history of He- 
rod's dreaded family, and the 
tempestuous Zealots' revolt, 
crushed by Vespasian in 70 
A.D. 

For instance, one of tho Zea- 
lot leaders, Simon bar Giora, 
was trapped in a secret under- 
ground passage by which he 
had hoped to escape from occu- 
pied Jerusalem. Taking advan- 
tage of the Roman soldiers' re- 
nowned superstition, ho wrap- 
ped himself in white tunics 
and arose mysteriously from 
his hiding place, into the guar- 
ded squaro above. The Romans 
drew back aghast, then cau* 
tiously approached and bade 
tho "spectre" follow them to 
their general. He proved less 
gullible and threw Simon in 
chains. 

In such underground con- 
duits, honey-combing Jerusa- 
lem, much of the treasure lies 
hidden. Where exactly is a 
mystery. By whom it was con- 
cealed is equally a question 
for speculation. Perhaps it was 
the Jewish recluse community 
at Qumran, the Essenes, whoso 
beliefs had Christian tenden- 
cies, or perhaps tho Zealots, 
•whoso desire for a New Jeru- 
salem lead to the suppression 
of all opposition until they 
tlicmselves were destroyed. 

Throughout the book John 
Allegro plays the role of the 
archaeologist-detective. With 
the aid it tliirty-four illustra- 
tions and eighteen maps, he 
presents his attempts to unra- 
vel the mystery of thé "Trea- 
sure of the Copper Scroll".

it served as a continual source 
of inspiration, a kind of vade 
mecum of pleasure at those 
times when things became just 
too much. One could tcli a 
gentleman in those days by 
simply looking at his bookcase. 

The Directory of Students is 
not. quite in the same field. In 
its own way, however, it does 
succeed In what it sets out to 
do — to map in great detail 
the way we live now. From 
Aaron to Zysman .it picks its 
way delicately and with admi- 
rable objectivity through the 
slush of NJ).G. to the slush of 
Lachine, incorporating en route 
exotic points such as Port of 
exotic points such at Port of 
Spain and Gorakhpur. Surely, 
at léast until next year, this 
must be the final word on the 
subject? 
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The rype-face is different; 
longer, thhiner, as if 

to suggest a phased, withdrawal. 
■Whether this is a highly-so* 
phisticated reference to the poli- 
tical vicissitudes of English 
Montreal or just another exam- 
ple of a new and vigorousrsp- 
proach, it is difficult to'say,. 

There are a number 'of 
French names as well,* brave 
people who are . running the 
risk of collaborationist , charges 
when the' New Dispensation 
finally begins to dispense. This 
fate, one suggests, could be 
avoided with a little foresight: 
Gagnon, for example, could be 
run as Gag Non, thus disguisUig 
his identity and at the, same 
time, suggesting that McGill re- 
ceives the odd refugee from 
Saigon. 

A "feature" of this year's 
Rircclory is its three-column 
format, certainly a startling 
departure from tradition; ano- 
ther change is in the quality of 
the paper, which can only bo 
described as serviceable. It 
should be added, however, that 
the thinness of the paper means 
the Directory does stay open at 
the page, thus allowing one 
both hands free for whatever 
one might want both hands 
free for. 

All the old favourites are 
still here. ,The .much loved 
front section continues to lists 
the fraternities, the Naval 
Training Division, the Reserve 
University Squadron, the Offi- 
cers' Training Corps — in fact 
all that one could want. One 
can find the Dean of Dentistry 
and Tickets for Football and 
Hockey. The English Depart- 
ment remains, however, ehisive. 

The main body of the work 
Is, as the Christmas reviewers 
say, full of good things. One 
or two mysteries — what is a 
H SD Dip2 or for that matter a 
3 TCHRS17 And it is legiUmate 
to cavil at the complete ab- 
sence of the French language. 
One would have thought 
the SEC could have spared 
the occasional acute accent It 
is the least we can do.

Steve once wrote: "The high> 
est life is the one which re> 
presents the creation of mean> 
ing from the essential meaning* 
lessncss of the universe." 

He also' said, "Each man is 
',tp à greater or lesser degree a 
world of his own. A great man 
is awarç of .the essential mean* 
inglcssncss, and often, from this 
chaos, comes 
give order. The creation is 
for that world of meaningless- 
ness, reality." 

In April 1063 Steve felt the 
chaos in himself, and said that 
he was going "for a season in 
hell". Two months later he was 
operated . on and his leg was 
amputated.

may be surprisingly '.'ismall, the performance 
room not much larger.'But whatever takes place 
on the stage before you — whether it includes 
three frenetic prisoners, a near rape, type- 
writers, or people speaking from barrels — will 
be of undeniable interest. ) 

You have your doubts, it se.ems. What is it 
all about? How can a group with a mere three 
years' experience work effectively in such limit- 
ed accommodations, you ask. The first question 
can be explained; the second becomes un- 
necessary the moment the performance is over. 




Saltimbanques 



Les Saltimbanques originated as a thootro 
company approximately two and a half years 
ago, when seventeen members of the well- 
known Apprentis Sorciers group became dissa- 

lisficd with its infcrriu! sovernment, and de- 
cided to form a unit of their own. Like many 
of its French predecessors in the intimate 'théâ- 
tre-de-poche', Les Saltimbanques chooses ils 
programme from the ever increasing field of 
experimental "avant-garde" theatre. 

Since its modest beginning the company 
has raised its membership to thirty-seven and 
has presented an average of six productions a 
season. Among its former pieces are Romain 
Weingarten's Akara; Obaldio's Impromptus à 
loisirs and Le Satyre de la Villettc; Boris Vian's 
masterly L'Equorrissago Pour Tous; Marguerite 
Duras' largcrly entangled Le Square; and Pile, 
the most important attempt of French Canadian 
Roger Huard. 

Haute Surveillance, Jean Genet's first play, 
presented just prior to the current production, 
was extremely well received by Montreal's exi- 
gent critics. The present programme consists of 

the American Murray Schisgal's two principal 
and highly popular works. Les Dactylos and Le 
Tigre. 

Les Saltimbanques is not a professional 
company as one might be led to believe in 
watching Its skillful performances. Rather it is 
a company composed of talented amateurs who 
must earn their living during the day and de- 
vote their evenings ta iheir beloved theatre. 
This is an undue strain Imposed by the Montreal 
public's insufficient response to the theatre and 
the government's almost total lack of support 
or enthusiasm. v 

The plight of Les Saltimbanques it even 
more serious than that of the rest of Montroal'i 
theatres, since it is the only group which hat 
not yet received either a municipal or pro- 
vincial grant. Each year the company tt asked 



to give proof of its accomplishments, but the 
administration seems to think that there are an 
infinite number of things more important than 
theatre. 

Thus the company carries on from its 
minute, yet picturesque headquarters, pro- 
ducing worthwhile spectacles, while its mem- 
bers double or triple their functions, and work, 
like Rodrigue Mathieu for example, as actor, 
director, and administrator. 

The greyish residence of Les Saltimbanques 
at the corner of Bonsecours and St. Paul consists 

of more than a minute and magical porform- 
ance room and lobby. If you descend a narrow 
staircase you may enter a slightly cavish lounge 
which deftly hides its stone walls behind the 
canvasses of Montreal artists. 

Proceeding around a corner and through 
a closed-to-the-publlc door, you will then come 
upon the actors' make-up and d.-essing room 
bcsmuttered with paints and powder as the 
performers apply themselves to their own 
images; a workshop which by its disordered 
appearance, seems to bo in constant use; and 
a smoky, comfortable cubby hole where the 
actors can engage in coffee-brooks between 
scenes. 

Rehearsals have already, begun for the 
cpmpany's next production — Gabriel Cousins' 
highly commended Opéra Noir, which is praised 
■' by the white American' journalist, medically 
'.turned Negro, as one of the best analyses of 
the American racial problem. Op£ra Noir h ah 
■ Important venture for Les Saltimbdnqués. H 
çorisists of eighty roles interpreted by twenty 
players, plus two principal figures, and de- 
mands a continuous background of iazz, pro- 
vided live by a local trio. 

The play will open on January 8. Having 
seen It (or.the current production) you will in- 
evitably become a regular visitor to this pocket- 
size theatre with the greyish exterior located In 
Ma vieille ville'.

For all those ..enthusiastic 
viewers of the "dnëma pur", 
there is a real pre-Christmas 
. bundle in the Renais room at 
the Elysée. The short feature, 
Dream of Wild Horses, Is a 
splendid essay in imagism. It 
succeeds in penetrating beyond 
tiic shield of human conscious- 
ness to portray the prenalural 
state of the wild horses in 
battle, in fun, in fligiit. 

La Vie k l'Envers is a film 
that has won a number of 
prizes in inlcmalionai competi- 
tion. It had been originally 
scheduled to be shown at the 
Montreal festival last summer, 
but had to be withdrawn at the 
last moment In order to be ex- 
hibited, in competition, at Ve- 
nice, where It won the Grand 
Prix. This Is a peculiar lUm; 
about a very peculiar man. 

Jack, the hero, seems quite 
alright at the starL He's Just 
an ordinary man, "who desires 
little nore than the quiet of his 
room...", functioning mechan- 
ically at his job and in his 
relationship with liis mistress. 
In a moment of wealcness, or 
rather apatliy, he decides that 
he may just as well marry lier. 

Soon we are introduced into 
their little society, a society 
which is most amusing. They 
are not caricatures really; the 
comedy arises out of these little 
people just being themselves. 
Tile larger irony derives out of 
the dramatic framework in 
Which they are presented. 
All of a sudden, things start 



to happen. Jack begins to crack. 
But there's more to it than 
merely this. He ~ begins the 
construction of a personal uni- 
verse of which he Is the centre. 
And ho is very happy to remain 
in this private world. 

His wife, mother and friends 
become intruders, — he is in- 
different to all of society — 
a supreme megalomaniac. Yet 
somehow, even at the end, even 
at the moment of liis ultimate 
ascetic withdrawal, we like 
Jack. He has become a friend. 

This is not surprising. 
Throughout the film we have 
been seeing everything from 
two viewpoints — on one hand 
from the objective view, the 
external third person, the 
camera; and on the other hand, 
from Jack's Image of things. 

As tlie film progresses, Jack's 
view begins to predominate and 
it becomes Increasingly sympa- 
tlietlc. At the end walls, doors, 
space, everything becomes a 
mist. Everything is white and 
Jack likes this. 

If you find yourself talking 
to yourself tenderly, as you 
walk out after this one, don't 
talk lo me about IL I'm busy.

Even those fans who love 
Shakespeare to the point of 
eccentricity might do well to 
see the film Macbeth. 

The British film — makers 
offer a pretty straightforward 
production of the Shakespea- 
rean play. What's more, it's a 
treat for the eyes. Technicolor 
gives the actors' wardrobe and 
the Scottish countryside the 
full treatment. And blood (you 
know there's a lot of it in Mae- 
befh) is obviously more effec- 
tive In red. 

Maurice Evans' portrayal of 
Macbeth is a thoroughly agreea- 
ble one. Even if you can 
mouth each and every line off 
by heart this actor will hold 
your Interest throughout his 
trials, crimes, and repercus- 
sions of conscience. 

Judith Anderson, as Lady 
Macbeth, also docs what Sha- 
kespeare meant her to do. She 
is passionate, cruel, driving, ca- 
joling and delirious. Then, of 
course, something happens to 
her; something we sec in the 
sleep-walking scene, which Is 
a triumph in this film. 

However, this review is for 
the Shakespearean stickler. He 
might not like a few things in 
the production. 

The producers take the li- 
berty of clearing up two of the 
so far still disputed mysteries; 
one, the third murderer is Sea- 
ton, Macbeth's court lackey — 
not the Thane himself or a 
third unknown character; se- 
cond. Banque knows all along 
who murdered Duncan and 
we're hit over the head with 
tho fact that hè knows. 'Every- 
thing he says to Macbeth after 
the crime is loaded with heavy 
accusation. 

The witches' scene was a di- 
sappointment. Macbeth does 
not seek them out in 'a weird 
marsh or field.' Their final pre- 
dictions of his fate come to 
him In a nightmare. Also, the 
first witch is a rather young 
and beautiful spirit — not a 
hideous hag like the other two. 

Likewise, we are not given 
a separate scene of the attack 



on the castle and family of 
JIcDuff. The camera is placed 
inside Macbeth's head and 
while he harangues how he'll 
wipe out the Thane of Fife's 
family, the act is carried out 
and we see it through Macbeth's 
eyes. 

Lastly, modern camera tech- 
niques make it simple to super- 
impose the ghost of Banque 
into Macbeth's chair during the 
banquet scene. Whether this is 
successful or not depends on 
the individual point-of-view. 

At any rate, go see Macbeth.

I remember thinking It cer- 
tainly didn't belong in a Film 
Festival; but perhaps seen In 
one of "your United Theatres", 
a nutty buddy in one hand and 
someone else's (hand, that is,) 
in the other, II might reveal 
subtle shades of . meaning which 
I missed completely. The Place 
des Arts is after all, very large 
and the second balcony a long 
way from the screen. 

•There are many stories about 
people marooned in jungles and 
on desert islands, in boats and 
in prisons. Here wo have Man 
and Woman in the raw, stretch- 
ed to the breaking point, motiv- 
ated by passions and instincts 
never revealed in their ordi- 
nary, civilized lives. This theme 
has been treated ad nauseam 
on film. Station Six Sahara has 
nothing which Justifies another 
try. 

Are we then all so deprived 
of, imagination or even self- 
knowledge? Over and over we 
meet the same stereotyped two- 
dimensional people with tho 
same unedifying frustrations 
and neuroses. Why have so-and- 
so, and so-and-so left the com- 
forts of Home and Country to 
bury themselves like unsociable 
and unwilling ants in the 
middle of this God-forsaken 
sandplle? Especially why has 
tho mysterious, strong, silent 
hero? Of course they make a 
lot of money but do people 
actually go through HELL for 
a buck? 

The desert Is boring; the 
stifling heat somehow just 
doesn't come across but maybe 
that's because tlic heroine. In 
one especially provocative 
scene, stretches out on the 
cement in her brassiere. St. 
Tropez never had it so good, 
but then . hard to believe It's 
110° in the shade. After the 
desert In Woman of the Sands, 
this one looks like tho compost 
heap on the building site of the 
new union. 

As might be expected there 
are four or five men, frustrated 
but for some reason not homo- 
sexual Lo and Behold, Into 
Station Six, five hundred miles 
from nowhere drops a woman 
who very obligingly will sleep 
with almost any of them, take 
off her clotlics and its nil just 
so monotonous, every lino can 



be predicted, every step In the 
plot Is inevitable. There arc 
thousands of similar characters 
on movie screens all over Mont- 
real; one unending analysis of 
20th century Western Man: 
hackneyed, clichëd, abysmal.

This film presents Ann-Mar- 
gret in her first dramatic role

Tliere are several other op- 
portunities for her to demons- 
trate her dramatic abilities in 
the course of the film. Like 
when she curls in up John For- 
sythe's little girl's bed after 
breaking into his house and 
goes "Mmmmmmnn". 

In this film, Ann-Margret un- 
wittingly gives the lie to Hol- 
lywood's attempt to cast her as 
a new kind of Sex Goddess, 
which began with her dancing 
debut on the cover of Life Ma- 
gazine. She plays her role of 
refoiin S'.t. id e.*">pi'e wlio bru- 
tally beats a warden and sets 
fire lo the dormitory with a 
naïveté and little-girl playful- 
ness that is at once touching 
and almost believable. 

lier refusal to give up For- 
sythe, the man who first be- 
friends her, and her refusal to 
admit that she wants to do more 
than use him, leads her to 
blackmail him with a charge of 
rape into helping her across tho 
Mexican border. 

Forsythe plays her benefactor 
with tlie degree of stupidity ne- 
cessary to rescue the implausi- 
ble sequence of coincidences 
which involve him. deeper and 
deeper and drag him lower and 
lower. 

Comic relief is supplied by 
Ann-.Margret's really tragic bru- 
tal thug and buddhist pseudo- 
Intellectual companions, with 
which the teenagers are sup- 
posed, I suppose, to identify. 

There isr incidentally, no out- 
wardly visible sex in this movie, 
it all havin? been sublimated 
into two vicious scratchings, one 
arm-twisting, one brutal beat- 
ing, one slashing with a razor, 
three violent deaths in a car 
accident, and one enmeshment 
in barbed wire. In short, it's 
puro escapism. ^

The Young Lovers

The Young Levtrc, far from 
being the saccharine, stereo- 
typed sort of teen flick current 
under the MGM-Hollywood 
trade mark, deserves a second 
glance, as a more-perceptive- 
than-might-be-expeeted film 
treatment of a subject easily 
tending to become stereotyped 
and saccharine — young love. 

Tho young lovers in this 
instance are Sharon Hugueny 
and Peter Fonda, with Nick 



Adams as second male lead and 
Deborah Walley as supporting 
ingénue. Tlie script is awful. 
But somehow, the film Is 
charming — perhaps due to 
adept direction and excellent, 
American-style photography, but 
chiefly because of the charm, 
naïveté, and occasional excels 
lent acting of its two very per- 
sonable principals. 

Charm and naïveté from Sha- 
ron Hugueny, as beautiful 
brown-eyed Pam Bums. Charm 
and excellent acting (In spots) 
from Peter Fonda as Intense, 
mixed-up, and artistic Eddie 
Slocum. Cornball humour of tha 
healthier variety from Nick 
Adams as Tarragoo and Debo- 
rah Walley as Debbie. 

The story is quite simple. U 
offers little challenge to Peter 
Fonda's embryonic acting ta- 
lent, but abounds In opportu- 
nities to display charm and hia 
crooked smile. Sharon Hugueny 
was never lovelier — perfectly 
matched to all the exigencies 
of her role, she brought to it 
a natural sincerity that saved 
the character from ever be> 
coming cloying or two-dlmett> 
sional. 

I don't know if the screenplay 
was better or worse than tha 
book by Halèvy. In any case, 
the story of tho film follows 
the usual cllchë-strewn path 
towards an ambiguous happy 
ending: boy meets girl, boy 
dates girl, girl ends up In bed 
with boy, boy gets girl in trou- 
ble. What to do? All I will 
reveal Is, he does it. 

Fortunately the director goes 
over this well-trodden trail 
with considerable delicacy and 
finesse. There are some very 
nice touches — the mother 
finds her daughter's shoes on 
the stairs as she comes homs 
from staying at the house of a- 
sick friend. 

She looks up the staircase 
just as her daughter's boyfriend 
Eddie comes bounding down* 
stairs toward her. Her exprès» 
sien alters — from the un* 
spoken exchange that passes 
between them, and despite his 
glib excuse a moment later, wo 
know she Is aware where Eddie 
has spent tho night. .. 

At the end of Sharon's In*

NOTE ! A recent CBC teUvU 
axon interview with Charlie 
Berke, owner of the Black Bot- 
tom, a dotontoton after-hovrs 
jazz spot, attempted to justify 
the program's conception of the 
club as a sort of proto-existen' 
tial Xanadu for Montreal's 
"New Generaiion". In fact, the 
impressions of a recent visitor 
appear to corroborate this 
image. 

I hope you will forgive my 
spiteful manner, gentlemen, but 
I have been a sick man. I have 
felt Wcltsc/imerz oozing out of 
my every pore, and conscious- 
ness weighing me down like 
the great, clanking swords of 
the men of action, yet not al- 
lowing me to regard myself as 
so much as a cockroach. Little 
wonder, then, that I am spite- 
ful. 

Since I am too superstitious 
to consult a doctor, my condi- 
tion dragged on. Interminable 
nausée appeared my fate, until 
one day I was arrested by a 
newspaper advertisement. "Jazz 
and soul food" it began. The 
tone of the advertisement was 
blatantly commercial and seem- 
ed to impute a Bohemian char- 
acter to the establishment hi 
question. But its name, the 
"Black Bottom", and the cryp- 
tic closing line, "music until 7" 
suggested an unconventional, 
noncommittal atmosphere that 
was at the time in perfect har- 
mony with my tortured spirit 
And food for the soul was cer- 
tainly what I required. 

Gentlemen, I was not disap- 
pointed. True to its name, the 
"Black Bottom" is indeed^ the 
domain of the city's under- 
ground, for its habituées pro- 
ject that loose, placid sensibili- 
ty that is unfortunately lacking 
In our schismatized modem 
society and that has as conse- 
quence been forced into the 
dark, unrespectable, grimy un- 
derground. Once accustomed to 
the environment, however, all 
suggestions of the sordid im- 
mediately dissolve, and the un- 
derground appears as it Is in 
actuality — the Uberboden, the

The Swingle Singers are a 
French vocal octet (4 males, 4 
females) who wordlessly sing 
classical pieces with an em- 
phasis on Bach. In the two 
years since the group's incep- 
tion they have been a phe- 
nomenal success and have been 
acclaimed by both the critics 
and the public. Their two LP's 
"Bach's Greatest Hits" and 
"Gohig Baroque" were "best 
sellers". Throughout their last 
North American tour they at- 
tracted large audiences. At the 
request of President Johnson 
they gave a concert at the 
White House... All of which 
makes thhi a minority report 
because I can't really get very 



enthusiastic about The Swingle 
Singers. 

For their first few numbers 
the Swingles aro an interesting 
and pleasant novelty, but their 
work docs not have enough 
depth to sustain interest for any 
length of time. One must ad- 
mire them for doing something 
difficult and doing it well, but 
this does not make their per- 
formance a satisfying musi- 
cal experience. 

The eight singers were ac- 
companied on bass and drums 
by two local .musicians who 
seemed to hove - no difficulty 
with the arrangements which 
at times were quite complex. 
Too often, however, they were 
called on to merely keep time, 
with a shuffle rhythm from the 
drummer which became depres- 
singly monotonous. 

The most enjoyable parts of 
the Swfaigle Shigers' perform- 
ance were the solos by soprano 
Christine Legrand (sister of 
Michel). Freed from the dis- 



cipline of the group singing, 
she added an emotionalism and 
a personal note that was lack- 
ing in the coldly mechanical 
work of the group as a whole. 

Les Swingles shared the pro- 
gramme with French-Canadian 
songstress Monique Leyrac. 
During her well-paced and well- 
balanced performance Miss Ley- 
rac was accompanied by a jazz- 
orientated sextet as well as a 
male chorus. Though at times 
overdone, her well cliorco- 
graphed movements and some 
skillful lighting gave the per- 
formance a visual appeal. 

Miss Leyrac, like the Swingle 
Singers, can perhaps be accused 
of not exactly being profound, 
but she was at least entertain- 
ing; and the enthusiasni with 
which the audience called her 
back for an encore suggested 
that I was not the only one 
who has disappointed when 
sho relinquished the stage and 
Les Swingles returned.

"So much for so 
little I" The drummer: "Well, 
you know . . ." The pianist, with 
a stove-pipe goatee: "Bug off. 



man, or I'll give you a big lipl" 
All consistent with the subter- 
ranean perspective of disenga- 
gement. 

The soul food takes time to 
prepare, and my misanthropy 
again mounts, until finally the 
precious panacea is placed be- 
fore me. The waiter — a nerv- 
ous, erudite Jamaican — vague- 
ly pinpoints the origin of the 
recipe for the fried chicken 
with "groove" sauce some 
where "down South", portend- 
ing, I surmise, an even deeper 
level of the underground, one 
which may be penetrated, he 
claims, by "digging" the food. 

Transported by the "soul" 
food and the "dirty" music, 
swimming in pitch-black, slimy 
nothingness, my sickness of 
consciousness is exercised from 
me, and my bliss of momenta- 
ry self-extinction, shared word- 
lessly with the other patrons, 
Is mysteriously given expres- 
sion by a sign on the door de- 
signating the musical group — 
"THE FUNK BROTHERS". 

Gentlemen, let mc lay aside 
my spite for a moment to in- 
form you that if you share the 
sickness which yet remains my 
lot most of the time, relief, 
however temporary, may be 
found by retreating to this Un- 
terbodcn haven of the uncom- 
mitted intellect.

A lot went on in the Montreal 
Folk music scene since this co- 
lumn last appeared, and there's 
not enough room to cover it 
all. But here goes. 

Elyse Weinberg came to the 
Fifth Amendment two weeks 
ago and gave a rather spotty 
performance. Elyse tends to 
overstate her songs, and to smg 
them in the same loud, over- 
emotional style. This makes a 
lot of her songs sound similar, 
although they often express com- 
pletely dissimilar sentiments. 
Elyse also transposes her songs 
from masculine to feminine, 
which can be very irritating. 
There Is no need to do this to 
sound good, as Joan Baez illus- 
trates. 

Another irritating gesture of 
Elysc's is her habit of smiling 
at Inopportune times in her 
songs. In tho middle of a blues 
number this can be extremely 
unnerving. 

Elyse's best numbers were "A 
Hard Rain's A-Gonna Fall" and 
"Motheriess Children". These 
were also the among tho few 
songs which did not give one 
the Impression that they had 
been learnt from a record, faith- 
fully memorized, and delivered 
in the same way with the same 
gestures and comments every 
time. 

John Hammond appeared last 
week at the Fifth; . Hammond 
has improved considerably since 
last year, and has changed his 
stylo slightly. He now sings 
much less blues and more rock 
and roll, although he sings It 
is a . bluesy style. .His. guitar,' a 
6-steel-strlnged Gibson, tended 
.to buzz in the bass strings. I 
have shice been informed that 



this may have been on purpose, 
but it was irritating neverthe- 
less. 

, It was difficult to understand 
' many of the words in the songs 
Hammond sang, but his guitar 
work often made up for this 
lack. His guitar work was quito 
good, and his harmonica work 
wasn't bad. 

Hammond sang ' a lot of 
Chuck Berry songs and , many 
that sounded like Chuck, Berry 
songs. 1 have been informed by 
an unusually unreliable source 
that Hammond's style Is similar 
to that of the Rolling Stones, 
but that is irrelevant. 

Sir George held a folk con- 
cert a while ago. I missed part 
of it, but what I saw seemed 
Impressive. A few people per- 
formed as expected — Gerry 
Goodfriend was, as usual, good; 
Mike Nemiroff was, as usual, 
bad — but the calibre of the 
concert on the whole was sur- 
prisingly good. 

Rumours are afoot that Bob 
Dylan wilLbe coming to Mont- 
real in January to Plateau Hall. 
So far they have not been ve- 
rified. 

This weekend at the Fifth, 
tomorrow 'til Sunday, Mike 
Seeger will be appearing. If 
you want to come you'd better 
phone in advance and reserve 
places. 

I wish folk'singers would not 
fhid it necessary to chat bet- 
ween songs. This patter wastes 
time and is unneeded, in most 
cases. Very lb w songs need an 
explanation, and many are 
spoiled by a lengthy hitroduc- 
tion.

Window-drcssinc is an art. 
Some people might not think so. 
But seeing the long arduous 
hours a dedicated display artist 
(window drcsscr), can put in ^lo 
achieve a single effect, \yhcthcr 
of stark symmetry! or luxurious , 
opulence; .atid in vic^ o(' the' . 
fact that thç. dressing can some- '. 
times cost more , than the tiicr- 
chandisc it is designed ,tp dis- , 
play, one n}ust ddmjt ' it quali- 
fies, at Icà^t as ' a çommunlça- . 
lions medium —'.' and ïrom , 
thence it is only a short step ' 
to the arts. 

Certainly the art of window- 
dressing has as mucli rlglit to 
tlie title as many of the more 
widely-recognized arts (like 
making movies) intended to 
serve an equally-commercial . 
purpose, i.e., malting money. 
For a great majority of modern " 
consumers, the work of the dis- 
play artist has a certain spiri- 
tually uplifting effect. 

(Think how dreary street- 
cleaners, commuters, children, 
girl guides selling poppies, 
newsboys, Salvation Army san- 
tas, shopliftirrs, business ty- 
coons, derelicts, stenographers, 



housewives, prostitutes, run-of- 
the-mill shoppers, and even pen- 
niless passers-by would find it 
in a district devoid of imagina- 
tive, decorative, decorated dis- 
play windows, like for instance 
the business district of down- 
to\yn Toronto.) Window displays 
can be all' tilings to all people. 

Obviously this Is a challenge 
which cannot fail to call forth 
.the fullest flowering of the 
window-dresser's art. The Yule- 
tide^ season marks the acme of • 
his' endeavours. Every fall, the 
big stores spend long months 
mapping out, with thé aid of the 
displays department, Just what 
thé Christmas decorations will 
be like this year — the overall 
theme that will be carried out 
in all aspects of display artistry 
throughout the store. Each year 
the department stores vie with 
each other to produce the most 
imaginative, the most elaborate, 
the most Christmassy of Christ- 
mas trimmings that their de- 
signers can possibly dream up. 

In New York, the advent of 
Christmas window-decking is 
somewhat' delayed by the 
Thanksgiving decorations that

Spanish dancing belongs in 
the imported foods department: 
dependent on national taste and 
limited popularity. By the 
brand name "José Greco" it 
is an international favcuritc, 
like spaghetti, which is also 
Italian in origin. To broaden 
the appeal, Greco has often 
minced and strained the au- 
thenticity to make the product 
more commercially palatable; 
the flavour remains the same. 

Greco returns this year with 
a programme devoted entirely 
to flamenco. The provincial 
soft— slipper routines which 
added variety and charm to his 
previous performances have 
been deemed uncommercial 
and dropped. True, there is 
surprising variety within the 
flamenco form but the present 
show Is rather heavy on 
zapateado (two hours of hecl- 
cllcking.) 

A vaguely disappointing 
programme. Greco is aging, 
slowing down; still, a master of 
the Spanish dance, amazing 
definition and maseulbie grace 
In every move, a commanding - 
presence, showman and artist; ^ > 
but no longer spectacular, . . 

The wild success of this pro- ., 
gramme is,ln the least authen-, 
tic dances (surely a fault; the 
publicity 'claims authenticity). ' 
The techniques of the Spahiih ' 
dance make lt a highly-devdo-; 
ped skill. An extra factor ma- 
kes it an art. The now.abscnt , 
group efforts, closest ip othpr, , 
European folk dances, contfiln/ 
this factor 'in heater part. In" 
their geometrical patterns and 
semi-abstraction. 

In flamenco, duets it. is the 
basic man-woman relation- 
ships, with' or' withoiit plot. 



whether fiery or- melancholy. 
But in both these and in the 
solos it is the sheer joy of 
physical movement that eleva- 
tes It to artistry. The few . of 
Greco's small "gypsy'^'^trbup • 
who succeed arc the very young 
"El Milionario" (unbounded 
enthusiasm , and unpoUshed 
technique) who unfortunately 
does a Spanish twist, and Car- 
men Qulnlero, not only an ex- 
pert of.zapaftade but the ex- - 
ponent : of an amazing 5 BX 
with -castanets. And she has a 
comic flab: Quito brilliant but 
slightly Ed Sullivan. For fla- 
menco, Greco's nose knows no 
bounds. 

The remaining performers 
are strong on technique, weak 
on guts, for gypsies. Blasé is 
allegedly the other side of the 
Pyrénées. The women are- ge- 
nerally quite fine, especially in 
duet with Greco, to whom none 
of the previous applies, except 
in his selection of programme.

must come down before the 
Xmas ones can go up. But in 
Canada, Thanksgiving is. out of 
the way by the end of October, 
and Montreal department stores 
start bringing out the styro- 
foam reindeer long before No- 
vember is well under ,way. Of 
course, the. severity of the Ca- 
nadian winters may have some- 
thing to do with this variation 
in merchandising techniques. ^ . 

It's not only the department 
stores. Even the odd - gas sta- 
tion seems to find room in its 
Dunlop-crammed windows for a 
few sprigs of plastic holly. Take 
Dunn's, for instance. The psy- 
chological effect of that food- 
filled showcase can hardly be 
increased by festooning it with 
strings of coloured lights. But 
there they arc, in among the 
salamis and the cheeses and the . 
cherry-topped sundaes, doing 
their bit to add festive cheer 
to the gluttonous jumble behind 
the groaning glass. 

For sheer ability to lay it on 
thick, though, , the department 
stores have it over all the small 
shops and'restaurants. Reveling 
in all those feet of wiiidow space 
to fill, and the immense variety 
of merchandise with which to 
fill it, their decorators achieve 
unparalled heights of fancy — 
like Eaton's east window full 
of ruby-red French poodles, se- 
renading two sleeping poppets 
on synthetically-euphonious vio- 
lins (wasn't it the cat and the 
fiddle ?). 

Each department store has its 
traditional outdoor decorations 
— like Holt Renfrew's Christ- 
mas trees above the main en- 
trances—and the window-trim- 
mings seem to follow a stylized 
pattern, too. Simpson's grotes- 
que chuckling ^ Santa;' Ogilvie's 
multi-faceted Steiff animal dis- 
play, complete with drawbrid- 



ge, castle, and cannon: these 
have become as much a part of 
Montreal's streets at Christmas 
time as the snow. I'he rest of 
the displays I are equally in cha- 
racter. / . •. I • 

' llolt Renfrew projects a siia- ' 
Vej expensive; atmosphere ' of 
'chindlla arid' mink,';' gold lamé '' 
and frothy negligees. CHiristmas 
is kept in the bacKgtound. £n- 
phasis is on the acquisition of 
these glistening baubles, lux- 
urious laces, snuggly furs. A few 
beribboned packages in the 
arms of chubby-cheeked red- 
kneed child mannequins prefi- 
gure Xmas morning under the ' 
tree. ..... .. 

Ogilvie's. -r-- still suave, -still 
expensive,. but, here the empha- 
sis- is definitely on gift-giving. 
Possibly the best windows in 
town, with no need to rely on 
extraneous decorations to achie- 
ve the effect. The articles them- 
selves, in artful disarray, make 
up the composition. The win- 
dows on Mountain St. take up 
the nursery tale theme in show- 
ing books, dolls, and toys for 
children. This year, all the fe- 
male mannequins very Mod-ishly 
sport nail polish and incredible 
false eyelashes. 

Simpson's this year has de- 
cided to go in- for that ethe- 
real "well make all your dreams 
come true" approach. Having 

declared iliclf "the Christmas 
tree store (Le pays do l'arbre 
de Nottl)", its windows are aptly 
trimmed with Xmas tree de- 
corations, and paneled by syn- 
thetic, ornament-encrusted trees 
In bas-relief. 

Most of the Ste. Catherine 
street windows are given over 
to filmy night-wear with alter- 
nating French and English cap- 
tions. Two windows are devot- 
ed to assorted bath soaps, bub- 



ble bath and other parfumerie. 
Appropriately, the window with 
the English caption features 
"Intimate" and "Blue Grass" by 
Revlon and • Elizabeth Ardcn; 
the French I caption is beneath 
a display of Fabergé perfumes. 
' Eaton's windows, character- 
ized in the past- by their mail- 
order catalogue ' - atmosphère; 
have taken a step up the social 
ladder this' year, with'^fantas- ■ 
tically be-wiggcd grander dames 
In exotic (shocking pink or whi- 
te) slccpwear and a whimsical 
setting. The poodles (supplant- 
ing last year's Christmas mouse 

— la souris de Noël) are typical 
of this swing toward greater so- 
phistication. 

Morgan's is always an un- 
known quantity silice their dis- 
plays seem to waver between 
extreme elegance and out-of- 
date dowdiness, though always 
at respectable prices. This year 
thé store is waiting until the. 
last minute to spring its Christ- 
mas windows on the public. 
Only the windows', overlooking 
tho side streets : are decorated 
for the season— more négligées, 
against an angels*, hair.,, (spun 
glass) backdrop. In the main 
windows, a sign proclaims : "The 
History of Christmas . . . De- 
cember 18 . . . Come and bring - 
the children — and don't for- 
get Gran'ma... for young and 
old." 

Interesting sidelight : ^lor- 
gan's and 'Ogilvie's- discreetly 
erect banrieis 'to screen, the 
window-dresser from thé publie 
eye while in the midst' of his 

- arrangements; • Eaton's,-'- Simp- 
son's, - and (sometimes) Holt 
Renfrew do not. It all depends 
on how you react to a window- 
fut of nude and occasionally 
limbless mannequins, on a cold 
winter's day.

A Farewell to 




MARIAN ANDERSON, eonlr.lio, In 
• recital at Plac* dii Arti, Nov. 10, 

Marian Anderson's farewell 
concert was a stirring and me- 
morable occasion. lier voice has 
lost some of its great physical 
power and sometimes has an 
edge, but then these signs of 
age have toppled singers ten 
years younger than she. 

Somehow, this makes little 
difference in her ability to com- 
municate with her audience — 
she seems to make a spiritual 
rather than auditory contact 

In the first half of the pro- 
gramme, Miss Anderson dis- 
played her lower range, still 
without . parallel, in Haydn's 
^The Spirit's < Songy ' ^ and ' In 
' Schubert's "Der. Erkonlg", ; cer- 
tainly one of the evening's high-, 
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lights. The song is a, three-way 
dialogue calling for a rapid 
shifting in and. out of three vo- 
cal ranges and was handled with 
superb effect. 

Samuel Barber's "Nocturne'l 
is a bland, nondescript piece " 
with no particular emotion but 
this didn't prevent Miss An- 
derson from adding enough of 
her art to justify its inclusion 
In the programme. Britten's 
"Ploughboy" is a cute little 
ditty suffused with gay non- 
chalance that proved a welcome 
change of pace. 

There have been a number 
of settings made for "Blow, 
.blow, thou winter wind" and ■ 
Roger Quiltcr's as sung by the-: . 
•lady from^ ..F^lladelphl.B .Is per-,, 
'faapi the best conte'mpb'fàry ver-" ' 
slon I have heard. None of these,

here that. Marian Ande'rson'a ' 
almost mystical qualifiés were 



most evident. She is a univer- 
sal missionary who has alwaya 
fought for the rights of man. 
One tends to think that her re- 
tirement from singing and con- 
sequent full devotion to tlic cau- 
se of human rights will plunge 
her into even more fervent 
work. 

Many of the old favourites 
were included among the spiri-, 
tuals: "lie's Got the Whole 
Worid in His Hands", "Comln*

lllue earcafscs of shiulow flunK 
over Ihc snow; dead trees with 
•lead houses smooth on a vi- 
brant white. The milky laughter 
of the wind at its leaves, sil- 
ken fronds of sound bedecking 
the coarse spiky skeletons of 
trees. Little pocked paths tra- 
ce blue lines of footsteps; ugly, 
defilini; the pure skin of new- 
fallen <!now, breaking the clean 
smooth lines and ridges — the 
etchings of a great artist.

I'he fourth was a magi- 
cian. He caught Rhoda alone 
once at a well, and announced 
himself: "I am the magician 
with a long history from Araby.

seventy diplomas". She saw his

He could not kill only shadows 
of . his consciousness and his 
non-death spiritual salvation — 
seeking-never-finding that for 
which to search. 

Cry, please cry, and take him 
out to sea and drop him but 
he will live, not drown in the 
sea of his tears, and the sea 
will care for him; he will not 
fly to the other shore for not- 
nice, things and hate, to make 
him be' a man. They cannot 
love, but they can take it, and 
it hurts, and it may. change 
anytime, anywhere but here 
which is . nowhere. Lie, lie, lie 
for me he,' agontzcd, . cried to 
live, but not for trees, cried to 
love, not to kill. But it was 
too much, he- could not flee 
himself, though he tried, but 
he could not flee the others, 
and a fancy came to him and 
he dissected himself with his 
own scalpel, but he could not 
look at his eyes and could not 
tell his feeling bad and black 
among the still leaves in the 
wood-leaf smoke of autumn 
forests and the cold white 
blanket of winter with its 
beauty and hate. Red is the 
colour, but not of my true 
love's hair, he thought, it some- 
times gives me purpose all the 
same. Forked lightning crept 
out of its hole to pierce him 
and blast his brain with eye- 
shattering hate. 

He wasn't a poet maybe but 
■ he flew at the stinging, lash- 



ing hail and he bowed like a 
poet. He may not have escaped 
all chains but he could still 
sing and enjoy it. He dived 
deep in the sea of his life and 
— came up dripping, for no 
other purpose than life itself, 
but he cried sca-tcars which 
broke from him to start tlicir 
own life witli each other, until 
tiic sun dried them and boiled 
away the sea. 

But can the. sun be my sea, 
he recoiled at the thought The 
sun is my sea. I shall not want, 
it maketh me lie down by .cool 
streams. Will it make me lie 
down in green fields? He could 
still think o£. trees and like It 
but he could live, 'for any pe- 
riod other than the crying of 
gulls in symphony as they 
steam to death in the sun and 
it grows black and watery, cool 
but warm in the right places. 

To cry. is to hate but oneself 
to cry means to cut all links, 
which can't be done except to 
cease this torment; if that be 
bad, to sever, all bonds. He 
visited many islands till the 
sunset slackened his drive and 
he became a dolphin and 
splashed in the starry rainbows 
of all time but the present. 

Uve but don't cry, or hate, 
or blackén the dark pits of over- 
flowing, overwhelming life and 
creation and don't fall in love 
with trees unless they make 
the first advances. 

The sun showered sparks of 
fear and glittering gold into 
his hair and through his brain 
where they merged into a blind- 
ing warm gold, river that flowed 
through his veins like ice and 
again he felt a warning, truth 
that could blacken, but not 
erase, the spirit with the 
stench of death, decay and 
hate, it leaving him bewildered; 
love not trees unless they love 
you. 
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The Deserter, first novel of 
poet Douglas LcPan, is, as the 
title suggests, the story of a 
young man's desertion from the 
army two months before his re- 
lease is due, and his subsequent 
adventures throughout the 
course of some unspecified 
number of months. In an effort, 
presumably, to evoke an "Ever- 
yman" quality from the book, 
the author has left the setting 
totally unidentified (London 
probably) while the hero is in- 
troduced only as 'Rusty'. Hard- 
ly a fresh theme in western 
literature, anti-heroism, a pe- 
culiarly twentieth century phe- 
nomenon, has not yet been com- 
pletely, exploited, though Hem- 
ingway made a firstrate stob 
at; it And Mr. LePan's subject 
matter' is meaty indeed: where 
can a young man of moral in- 
tegrity- (we never know for cer- 



tain), sickened beyond endur- 
ance by the bestiality, and 
mechanized horror of - modern 
warfare (we assume), find his 
niche in the world? What can 
he do to justify his existence 
in a society where he is con- 
sidered, by virtue of his deser- 
tion, its lowest common de- 
nominator? He evidently can't 
return to the family and girl- 
friend who Don't Understand 
Him. He can only associate with 
those on the periphery of 
society. In this contrived social 
limbo Rusty runs through a 
series of half-articulated rela- 
tionships seeking the answer to 
a half-articulated dilemma. 

There Is no disputing the 
amount of extremely creditable 
writing in this novel; unfortu- 
nately the best writing- rarely 
touches or envelops any of the 
characters in the book. That' is, . 
the hero is never really captur- 
ed in a relationship; conse- 
quently he himself is left un- 
developed as an. individual. . 
Dialogues are forced and con- 
stricted, pockets of literary 
bathos in a otherwise sensitive 
control and rendering of lan- 
guage. As if aware of his de- 
ficiency in this area, the author 
at one point tries to cope \^th 
it by a shift to prose-poetry 
larded with lush, sensual image- 



ry. It fails because the speakers 
are a group of despicable low- 
life characters; the disparity be- 
twcenpheir speech and their 
personalities becomes a some- 
what painful experience for the 
reader. 

Mr. LcPan has a fine, dreamy 
sense of the poetic and can use 
it to advantage on occasion. For 
the most part, though, the psy- 
chic ramblings of the hero, who 
is never very sympathetic in 
any case, are a strain on the 
reader's patience. There is not 
enough action to sustain the 
constant self-analysis which 
leads nowhere and says very 
little; after a time, Rusty's men- 
tal meandcrings begin to look 
suspiciously like intellectual 
show-off on the author's part, 
which would be fine were there 
more intellect and less show... 

At the end of the novel the 
hero turns himself in to' the 
police after some sort of psy- 
chic epiphany whose meaning 
and source arc shrouded in a 
volley of obscure imagery and 
associations; as a finale it is 
frankly unconvincing, only be- 
cause Rusty himself is uncon- 
: vincing and two-dimensional 
throughout the novel. This lack 
of vitality in the hero (and in 
the other characters) seems to 
derive from the author's deadly 
sincere, but somewhat quercl- 
ous intnisiveness. Rusty seems 
only a half-hearted mask for 
the author's struggle for The 



Answer, whatever it is, to The 
Question, whatever it is. Mr. 
LePan asks too many questions 
in this novel and answers none. 
Worse, he affirms and denies 
nothing, not even negation, the 
seemingly committed ending 
notwithstanding. If the novel Is 



to be enjoyed, it must be ap- 
preciated on the merit of its 
language and its sincerity, for 
there is a plethora of both; but 
as a novel in the round it must 
be adjudged a mediocre effort.

Some people might suspect that it's 
because, even using the hotline' between himself and his critic pals, 
he has failed to come up with a refutation. 

So you'll pardon me for feeling rosy these days and in a chattier 
mood than in other letters I've written recently. (I'm feeling doubly 
chatty in sending this letter to both the Daily and Georgian, feeling 
that the affair is of interest to both campuses.) Most letters to the 
editor do in fact tend to be cold and impersonal and so thought I'd 
ask you without further ado how literature is.

Next let me congratulate the English Department of Sir George 
for the cocktail parties it throws. As it had two years ago, it took the 
initiative of inviting English departments in Montreal and even 
outside it. Its liquor and hospitality are to be equally praised and I'm 
siire that we would also all have enjoyed the exhibition of Canadian 
art in their faculty cltib had we actually got oround to looking at it 
(McGill reciprocated last year with a trans-Montreal party.) 

It was there I met Irving Layton socially for the first time. There 
he was with a slightly sinister smile on his face and his clothes 
thoroughly rumpled, standing beside an open door which revealed — 
lo and behold — a toilet. The truth, the literal truth. If I perceived 
rightly, tho supply of paper was low, which suggest Layton had been 
particularly productive as a poet that day. Since James Joyce 
theorized aesthetically, such revelations of universal truth in a 
moment of time have been known as epiphanies. I do like to think 
this moment will come to have some small significance in the literary 
history of Montreal. 

Actually when you begin talking with Layton, you are aware 
of a certain human charm and arc actually tempted to think of him 
as a human being. You have to remind yourself that this is an illusion 
and what you have before your eyes is, in fact, Irving Layton. I am 
afraid I have had to take even a dimmer view of him than I had 
before. Now instead of being able to regard him as a simple paranoiac, 
with predictable delusions of grandeur, I have to see in him a 
schizophrenic paranoiac, who has moments of normality, and this 
lecms to me a pretty hoary form of mental derangement. In fact, 
alongside it simple paranoia sounds like good clean fun. 

We had no sooner exchanged pleasantries than I challenged him 
anew to a .debate. It was not long before the niimbcr of subjéçùihe 
refuses to debate had swelled yet more, to reach perhapstflfteen'.or ' 
sixteen. One I'd have thought he'd find- particularly luscious is 
deliberating on the relative value of the life experience of each of us. 
The only thing I was able to get him to shake hands on was to settle 
our differences in the ring, i.e. in fisticuffs, a boxing match. 

Perhaps we shook on this a little klddingly, but a boxing match 
seems to me at this point very apt and I consider a solemn agreement 
has been made. There were in fact two witnesses present, John Buell 
of Loyola and Betty MacLean of Sir George. Yes, what Montrejj 
poetry needs Is a fight. After all. It has been taken over by bullies," 
with Layton the leader, who as much as say in poem after poem, 
"I'm tougher than you, Wanta do something about it?" You cannot 
answer such a challenge only by poems and polemic. From time 
immemorial bullies have had to be dealt with in a fight, a clean 
fight. So I am waiting for Layton's formal public acceptance of this 
way of settling our differences. (As this literary quarrel now 
impinges on sports, I am writing a special letter to the Sports Editor, 
to inform him and his readers of the situation. See page 22. 

Meanwhile, I am submitting a further couple of poems. One is to 
suggest that the man-woman encounter may have a little something 
other than the utterly predictable. The other is something of a 
Christmas poem, in which I want to show Layton there are really no 
hard feelings, by comparing him with another great Canadian. Just 
to make doubly clear there are not potshots intended, I have written 
it in blank verse.

Treamre of the Copper Scroll 
by -John Marco Allegro 
Anchor Books, illustrated 
Douhleday and Company. 
9U5 

In 1047, a Bedouin shepherd 
Ioun4 the first of the Dca Sea 
Scrolls in a cave a half-mile 
south of the ruins of Khirbet 
Qumran, on the north-west side 
of the Dead Sea. The discovery 
r 0 clc c d the archaeological 
world and the popular presa 
alike. 

In 1052, a team of archaeolo« 
gists, lead by a Frenchman, 
Henri de Contcnsan, in sear- 
ching for further scrolls in the 
same vicinity made a find qui> 
te unlike anything yet disco- 
vered in the desert caves of the 
Holy Land. It was a copper 
BcroU. Three sheeta of purs 



copper wcra riveted together 
and rolled up like a jelly-roll. It 
was by now completely oxidi- 
zed and impossible to handle 
without disintegration. On the 
outer surface largo square He- 
brew characters, indented into 
the copper, could bo indistinc» 
tly discerned. 

The scroll was flown to tho 
Manchester School of Science 
and Technology. There it was 
affixed to a spindle and with 
the aid of a miniaturo disc- 
saw attached to a dentist's 
drill, long horizontal strips 
were cut from the edge and. 
each sprayed with celluloid' 
preservatives. It was translated 
by John Allegro. and returned 
to Jordan for further scrutiny. 

What was revealed by the 
scroll proved- even mora as- 
tounding than th«' metallic do- 
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.Piedmont Ski Shop 
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cument itself. It was a tally of 
hidden treasure troves, scatte- 
red throughout Judca, with an 
estimated value of 2,100 pounds 
of silver and 250 pounds of 
gold. 

Unfortunately, the scribe 
was guilty of careless "stylus- 
manship", which coupled with 
the cryptic references to the 
sites involved, presented effec- 
tive obstacles to the discovery 
of the lucrative treasure ca- 
ches. Moreover, it is probable 
that the deposits constituted the 
fabulous treasure of the Temple 
of Jerusalem and if so they 
were sacred. If they were un- 
covered and defiled by profa> 
. ne use, the wrath of God would 
surely descend on tho defilers. 

It is with the attempts to re- 
cover these sacred funds that 
John Allegro is primarily con- 
cerned.' l%a author presents 
an intriguing account of his 
travels to the various sites 
which he believes to be men- 
tioned in the scroll. He gives 
their hbtorical background and 
describes the problems which 
preclude his substantiating tho 
oxistenco of the treasure. 

In picturing tho historical 
background, ho recounts absor- 
bing anecdotes of tho troubled 
times of tho Maccabees (167- 
63 B.C.), the history of He- 
rod's dreaded family, and tho 
tempestuous Zealots' revolt, 
crushed by Vespasian in 70 
A.D. 

For instance, ono of the Zea- 
lot leaders, Simon bar Giora, 
was trapped in a secret under- 
ground passage by which ho 
had hoped to escape from occu- 
pied Jerusalem. Taking advan- 
tage of the Roman soldiers' re« 
nowned superstition, he wrap- 
ped himself in white tunica 
and arose mysteriously from 
his hiding place, into the guar- 
ded squaro above. The Romans 
drew back aghast, then cau- 
tiously approached and bade 
the "spectre" follow them to 
their general. He proved less 
gullible and threw Simon In 
chains. 

In such underground con- 
duits, honey-combing Jerusa- 
lem, much of the treasure lies 
hidden. Where exactly is a 
mystery. By whom it was con- 
cealed is equally a question 
for speculation. Perhaps it was 
the Jewish recluse community 
at Qumran, the Essenes, whoso 
beliefs had . Christian tenden- 
cies, or perhaps the Zealots, 
■whoso desire for a New Jeru- 
salem lead to the suppression 
of all opposition until they 
themselves were destroyed. 

Throughout tho book John 
Allegro plays the role of the 
archaeologist-detective. With 
the aid of thirty-four illustra- 
tions and eighteen maps, ho 
presents his attempts to unra- 
vel the mystery of the "Trea- 
sure of the Copper Scroll".
